Railroad Off'Clal Tried to Commit Sui­ 
cide in Mexico. 
Mexico City, Feb. 22.—Word roached 
this city th at a story was in circula­ 
tion in the United States that the re­ 
cent general m a n a ge r of the Mexican 
Central railroad, 
F. E. Styner, 
had 
been murdered by 
a m em ber of tho 
anti-American society. 
The story is 
absolutely 
without 
foundation. 
No 
such society as th e one mentioned 
exists here. 
Styner is 
lying at the 
point of death in his home here as the 
result of self-inflicted 
wounds. 
On 
Saturday last Styner resigned his po­ 
sition as general m anager of the Mex­ 
ican railroad and on Monday morning 
h e was found lying across a bed in his 
room with blood flowing from a wound 
in his throat, which he had inflicted 
with a razor. 
His condition is bad. 
The murder story was perhaps due 
to well intentioned friends of Styner 
residing here, who wired his father in 
Indianapolis, faying th at he hod been 
attacked and badly wounded. 
Styner ie one 
of the best 
known 
railroad mea in t he republic.

She it is 
whose life is being searched out and 
who is being held up to scorn by the 
prosecuting officer. 
Thaw, his face buried in his hands, 
might easily 
have been out 
of the 
courtroom 
picture 
and none

have missed him. 
All eyes wore upon 
the witness chair and the slight figure 
in blue which occupied it. 
During tile 
morning and at all times heretofore 
Mrs. Thaw has had to sit on the edge

Mrs. Thaw made what was consid­ 
ered 
perhaps 
lier 
most 
damaging 
statement to the defendant when she 
said he had showed her copies of ca­ 
blegrams that 
wore being

Stanford W hite from Europe asking 
him to use bis influence with a certain 
man in London to prevent Mrs. Nes­ 
bit from "raising 
a fuss,” and inter­ 
fering with Evelyn continuing in the 
company of Thaw. 
Mrs. Thaw also was forced to ad ­ 
mit that when she and her mother 
went abroad with Thaw in 1903 they 
were still drawing upon the bounty of 
Stanford White. 
Evelyn declared that

Receive Attention 


A special meeting of the Commercial 
club was called for Friday evening to 
take up the matter of trying to secure 
tho location of the proposed state train­ 
ing school at Brainerd. The attendance 
was fair and the meeting made up in 
enthusiasm for any lack in numbers. 
A committee consisting of Messrs. Con 
O'Brien, N.H. Ingerscll, M. T. Dunn 
and Werner Hemstead was appointed 
to go to St. Paul in tho interests of tho 
location of the school hero and it was 
pledged by the club that there would 
be a free site given if the school was lo­ 
cated here. The committee was also 
instructed to take up and push the 
matter of the location of a fish hatchery 
at Deerwood. 
Oeo. 
I). LaBar tho chairman of the 
railway committee addressed the club in 
the matter of the wave of radical railroad 
legislation rolling over the country, and 
expressed the conviction that Brainerd 
had boon largely built up and expected 
to be still further Aided by the friendly 
attitude of the railroads arid he be­ 
lieved that it was the sentiment of the 
city that radical anti-railroad legisla­ 
tion was inimical to the city. Ho closed 
by presenting the following preamble 
and resolution, which .was unanimously 
adopted: 
February 21, BKJ?. 
The Commercial Club of Brainerd, be­ 
lieving that this state still requires vast 
expenditures in terminals, trackage and 
equipment from the railroad companies, 
which.can not reasonably be expected 
with tho sweeping exactions required in 
the various bills now pending, and re­ 
membering, also, that this district re­ 
quires much development which can be 
greatly hastened by the friendly atti 
tude of the railway company, as has 
been evidenced in this city for several 
months [vast, and with a prospective 
continuance of the same, 
R esolved, therefore, that this 
club 
earnestly requests the senator anti Ute 
representatives from this district to act 
in a most careful and 
conservative 
manner in the various railroad bills 
now pending before the legislature. 
The legislative committee reported 
that it would favor the adoption of an 
anti compact bill. 
This conin ittee was 
also instructed to prepare and forward 
to the representatives and senator from 
this district a resonation opposing the 
tonnage mine tax bill, it being stated 
that if a tax of 25 cents per ton were 
imposed on all ore mined in the state 
there would never bo a ton mined in 
Crow Wing county during the lifetime 
of any man present.

police officers on their way to Guerin’s

had been made 
to the police.

claimed by several people that Guerin 
had been demanding exorbitant sums 
of money for m aking enlargem ents of 
photographs 
and threatening

shooting and placed 
Mrs. McDonald 1 
under arrest.

Mrs. McDonald,

for a reason leading up to the shoot- i 
ing of Guerin and the husband of Mrs. ! 
McDonald, who cam e immediately to | 
her cell, declared that lie knew of no 
reason why she should have shot him
